armed with a magistrate’s warrant, have not only. 
been interrapted in the discharge of a legitimate 
daty, but they Have been shot down like dogs ! 
We observe iu one Victoria paper—the Chromi- 
de—e dispositict-to extenaate the brutal condact 
of Jackson by intimating that the constables 
were greatly to blame, inasmoch as they “ acted 
in an officivus @@d_ unjustifiable manner,” and 
adds: “Mr. Geo,-Nickols, trader on the Union, 
was fined $25 by Mr. Duucan for striking. a¢ an 
Indian, while the wessel was lying at Metlakaht- 
la about two mouths ago.” Now, if the Chroni- 
de bad kept back the last piece of information 
the charge against the native constables might 
have carried some little weight with it ; but, 
when that accusation is made by a man so pal 
pably prejudiced) jagainst Mr. Danean, if not 
against his entire mission work, it becomes ut- 
terly unworthy of consideration. So far from 


-the fine having been imposed upon Nickol for 


striking “a” an Indian, the facts were substan- 
tially these : An anoffending Metlakahtla Indian 
was brutally assaulted by the man Nickols, who 
struck him several blows with a gun, and so se- 
verely injared him that he was ill for some time. 
Mr. Coffin, captain of the Union, tells the Colon- 
ist that ‘trading vessels have more trouble with 
the Metlakahtla Indians than any others on the 
coast.”. In saying this, Capt: Coffin has, unwit- 
tingly, paid Mr. Duncan and the Indians under 
his influence the highest possible compliment, 
and we respectfully ask His Excellency the Gov- 
ernor to| make a note of it. We trust the Gov- 
ernor will see hig way clear to send one or more 
gunboats in search of the culprit and his associ- 
ates with all possible dispatch, and that every 
reasonable effort will be put furth to make quick 
and thorough work of it.

But, as 
to the other point—that of numerical superfluity— 
it requires no official tision, no pecaliar penetra- 
tive faculty, to.enable any one to arrive at the 
decision that we Bre overstocked with Govern- 
ment Clerks. In proof of this I need only allude 
to one simple and notorious fact: The steamer 
Enterprise seldom makes a voyage between this 
Colony and the neighboring one without having 
one or more of our clerks on board ; and I fancy 
|L would not be wrong in asserting that during 
| the last six months Victoria has never been with- 
out one of them, Now it appears to me, Mr. 
Editor, that much of the public money unneces- 
sarily spent in this manner might be better 
employed in constructing heeded roads, promot- 
ing explorations, or enabling the Government to 
dispeuse with some of vur oppressive taxes. I 
did hope that one of our new Governor’s first acts 
would have been to prune the official tree of all 
superfluous branches, thereby economising the 
sap, either to impart greater vigor to the trank 
and fruit-bearing branches, or to be drawn off 
into other useful channels. If, however, His 
Excellency should not see it to be his duty to at- 


tend to this matter, surely the approaching meet- 


ing of Legislatare will not be permitted to pass 
over without a rigid investigation into the whole 
subject ; and allow me to add, in conclusion, that 
I trust you, Mr. Editor, will not have the fear of 
the clerks, though their name is/legion, 50 much 
befure your eyes as to sbrink from duty in this 
direction.

BRITISH .COLUM 


The Outrage off Metlakahtla. 


~——--- 


We take the following from the British Colon- 
| ist, which may be relied on As circumstantially 
correct, the particulars having been supplied by 
| Mr. Duncan, the Missionary and resident Magis- 
trate of the Indian settlement :—Aboat the mid- 
| dle of last month, a sloop artived at Fort Simp- 
son with a large quantity ofliqnor on board, anc 
| commenced openly to dispose of it to the natives, 
| Information having been sent to Mr: Dancan, 
Justice of the Peace at Metlakahtla, distant 
about 17 miles from the Fort, | upon | testimony 
considered credible, @ warraht of arrest. was at 
once made ont to apprehend the master of the 
sloop. The constable, and 4 party of assistants 
inclading the man who lodgéd | the information, 
reached the vessel before daybreak, on Tharsday 
the 18th ultimo. Only oneiof three white men 
lon board made his .appesrance, and requested 
the constable, Albert Hope; to wait till daylight 
before presenting the warrabt. This was sub- 
mitted to, and all remained quiet until the three 
men on board were up and dressed... An Indian 
servant belonging to the gloop, spesking the 
same language as. the T’simpseans, told the con- 
stable that the white meu had long been expect- 
ing te see the constables from Metlakalitla on

|} had not come, and replicd that the canoe with 
the note had not reached Mr. Duncan when they 
lleft. ‘The econdact of thé white men now took a 
change, and seating themgelycs dewn they ‘help- 
ed themselves freely to splits and talked im ‘ai- 
get, which the Indians jcould not understand, 
The women Became alarmed and cautioned the 
| constables to be on their guard. The latter told 
thé women to return and/tell Mf. Duncan that 
they felt alarmed fur their safety. In conse- 
quence of the women beidg fatigued two of the 
party took, the constable’é canve and started off 
to| procure further aid. “ After some little time 
the women also left, leaving five Indians on 
bdard. . No sooner was the canoe out of sight 
than the masterjaltencd the sloop’s course, de- 
claring that he was going to Stekin, and would 
take the Indians there, [The Indians remonstra- 
ted, but were only answéred roughly. They rer 
quested to be pat on shure, when the white wen 
tald {hem to take a smal canoe belonging to) the 
vessel, but the wind was blowing strong, and the 
Tidians dare not attempe to leave in so small a 
craft. The captain refuged to go nearer shore, 
and on 6ue of the constables speaking more firui- 
ly than Lefore, he seized *his revolver and fired 
on one of the party. The Indian belonging to 
tlie ship pulled the captin’s arm, and cagsed 
the ball to strike the detk. 
fired, and hit one of the Indians in the left arm, 
above the elbow, shattefing the bone. The oth- 
ex two men also presented their revolvers, and 
the Indians had reconrse to the few arms they 
possessed, when the firing became general. ‘The 
white met succeeded injhiding themselves, and 
were not touched. The result of the melee WAS 
that three more of the Indians dropped. Two of 
them fell into the sea, and one of them was never 
deen again. The other, ubdressed hiovself with 
the use of only one handjaud swam after the sloop. 
The other two wounded Indians escaped over 
the bow, and hung on t@ a rope. The man whi 
was unhort cut the halfiards and the sail came 
down, which stopped tite way of the vesse] and 
enabled them to save the man in the water. - He 
pleaded for mercy for liimself and companions 
and by means of the Indian servant they were all 
taken on board, Thé women, who, although: they 
were out of sight, distinctly heard the firing, and 
suspecting the cause, became paralysed and re- 
inained motionless. Thug the sad intelligence 
did not reach Mr. Dangan till late in the evening. 
Fortunately, the two mgn who had tuken the note 
ashore, and were returping with all the speed the 
rough sea would permit, met the women, and 
were thus warned of) the danger before thern. 
On getting near the sloop they hailed ther com- 
panions, but, receiving po respunse, concladeid 
they were all dead, and. accordingly returned. 
In the meantime two dther canoes weut out in 
the dark in search of {he sloop, bat cculd not 
find- her. | i 
The four Indians, oh board the sloop were 
eventually landed on Dundas Island, remained 
there the whole night,and reached the mission 
next-sfternoon, The only mau who was not 
hart, paddled bis threa wounded companions in 
the small canoe belonging to the sloop. The 
véssel made Her escape in # Urecze, and has not 
been since sceD. +

Two or three dead 
natives lay abopt and there was a unnsual 
amount of plunder of varions kinds i different 
parts of the opening. The usnal ‘lore of lvot 
which possesses every man-ol-war’s-mian was too 
much for discipline or prudence. Se¢ing no ene-, 
my, they would not believe in one, jand many 
threw down their guns to search for pot. They 
were avon joined by the 43rd men in some nuin- 
bers, and, despite the exertions of their officers 
(they Beem to linve formed @ very tamultaous 
band ), crowded the inner division.
